Herr Oellain, Cerman’ deputy from 
Thuringen, who came here to attend 
& communist meeting of protest 
against French occupation of the 
Ruhr. 


London—A dispatch to the Daily 
Mail from’ Paris says official or semi- 
official direct negotiations between 
Germany and France and Belgium 
will almost certainly be opened soon. 


Berlin—A serious blow has been 
struck.at the German plan of passive 
resistance by the general strike of the 
miners of the most important Upper 
Silesian mines, which endangers Ger- 
many’s main coal reserves. 

. The workers claim that members 


of nationalist orgenizations smuggled. 


themselves into the plants as work- 
era and were terrorizing thése who 
disapproved their political ideas. 

At a special meeting they nominat- 
ed a commission, which asked the di- 
rectors to dismiss the nationalist 
workers, 

The directora refused and dismis- 
sed the members of the workers’ 
counctl, who submitted the request 

The workers walked out of the 
mines and sent an ultimatum to the 
directors demafiding an immediate 
unconditional reinstatement of their 
representatives. 


Berlin—Value of properties seized 
by the French aud Belgtang in the 


vy'-Ruhr and adjacent territory is esti- 


mated at approximately $625,000,000 
by the Prussian

The properties confiscated include 
mines, mills, _ coke ovens, benzol 
plants, forests and farms, but the esti.

INCOME TAX 1S INSUFFICIENT 


Interest On Public Debt Greater Than 
Amount Collected.

Washington—The nation’s $1,500,- 
000,000 income tax bill for 1922, first 
installment of which was collected 
Jast week from about 7,500,000 indivi- 
duals and corporations is insufficient 
by ‘about $76,000,000 to pay the in- 
terest on the public debt and the up- 
keep of the veterans’ bureau, two of 
the immediate obligations arising 
trom the World war. i 

Analysis of preliminary returns re- 
celved by the treasury department 
and the budget burenu’s. estimates of 
governmental expense, shows the en- 
tire cost of running the government, 
less these two items, is to be met by 
revenues obtained from the tariff and 
miscellaneous internal reyenue chiefly 
with receipts from other minor 
sources filling in. 

Receipts last week indicate that 
the total to be collected by the gov- 
ernment in Income taxes this fiscal 

will surpass $1,600,000,000 by 
a few millions. 

The effect of last year’s reviving 
prosperity is hardly felt in this fiscal 
_year’a receipts.* The reason assigned 
for thie by treast -y, officials is that 
real prosperity did not start unttl the 
jast three or four months of 1922, 

Approximately $100,000,000 In back 
taxes it {6 stated will be collected 
during the present fiscal year. The 
sum has been popularly’ stated in the 
neighborhood of $300,000,000, but that 
figure, officials said is incorrect. 

The higher sum represents collec- 
tions plus assessment on tax sums 
going as far back as 1917 and many 
firms owing are already out of busi- 
nem. :

Perhaps for the same reason that 
Michigan potatoes are selling in many 
instances for from.60 to 90 cents per 
hundred pounds less than potatoes 
from other sections. ,

Certified Seed Cuts Cost 
Production. 

The primary object of the inspection 
service or the growing of certified seed 
is to help place potato gréwing in 
Michigan on a more profitable basis. 
Some progress has already been made 
along this line, but the desired results 


of 


will not be secured until Michigan 


growers plant more of the high quality 
certified seed that is now available. 
Last year Michigan. farmers planted 
only 22 per cent of the Michigan Certi- 
fied Seed that were offered for sale. 
The remaining 78 per cent went out of 
the state. Pennsylvania last season 
planted nearly 40,000 bushels of Michi- 


gan Certified Seed which gave then an |. 


increased yield of .50: per cent over 
seed with which it was compared. 
Penusylvania farmers appreciate that 
high quality seed “must be used if 
yields of good quality are-to be ex- 
pected. This season they have already 
bought over 80,000 bushels of the 
Michigan stock. ee 

Heavy inquiries for certified seed 
are now being received from Iodiana, 
Ohio; Illinois and several eastern and 
southern states. It is believed . that 
approximately 160 carloads of certified 
seed will be required by Ohfo and 
Indiana. ‘ ; 

The planting season in. the states 
above naniedis several weeks ahead of 
that in Michigan, and therefore, their 
orders are placed quite early in the 
spring. Michigan growers should make 
arrangements for their seed promptly 
so that they will be assured of getting 
the stock they wish. ’

Explosion of Gasoline Engine Causes 
Fire—Kills Fireman—iInmates 
Left Homeless, 


Butfalo, N. Y.—Nine persons, seven |. 
of them women, lost their lives in 
an explosion and ‘fire that swept 
thrcugh the Allegany County Alms- 
house, at Angelica, last Thursday. 
The women were all aged and help- 
lessly bedridden. One of the men wha 
perished was Charles Saanborn, an’ 
attendant. A few minutes before he 
lost his life he had succeeded in sav- 
ing three inmates. 

The explosion took place in “ite 
boiler room and the fire spread rapid- 
ly through the institution. 

When the explosion occurred at- 
tendants rushed to the sleeping quar- 
ters and carried out many inmates, 
but fast spreading flames soon cut off 
their entranace, Sanborn, despite 
constant warnings, made his way into 
the sleeping quarters for a third time, 
after bringing out three women. 

His charred body in the debris of 
the entrance hall of the sleeping 
quarters was mute testimony to his 
courage and extreme sacrifice. 

The second man, who perished was 
Frank Choe,. fireman at the hospital. 

The fire is said to have been caused 
by the explosion of a gasoline engine. 

The inmates included 24 women, 
nearly all of them of advanced age 
and many of them very feeble end 
29 men, most of them feeble.
